CANCELS SAILING 
OF MAURETANIA 


Sister Ship of the Lusitania Was 
to Have Left London on 
May 29. 


LONDON, May 11.—The sailing of the 
Cunard Line steamer Mauretania, sis- 
ter ship of the Lusitania, advertised for 
May 2 from this city, has been can- 


celled. 


The steamship Mauretania recently 


had been doing duty as an auxiliary 
cruiser in the British navy, and it also 
has been reported that she has been 
used as a transport for troops. It had 
been the intention of the Cunard Line 
to have the vessel resume her regular 
passenger service between New York 
and Liverpool at the end of the pres- 
ent month, when she was to begin a 
fortnightly service across the Atlantic, 
alternating with the Lusitania. 


Cunard Line Cancels Saflings From 
New York Saturday. 

NEW YORK, May I11.—It was an- 
nounced today there w'll be no sailing 
of Cunard steamships for the United 
States on Saturday. 

Announcement was also made today 
at the Cunard offices that the Anchor 
liner Tuscania, with 341 passengers, 
sailed from Glasgow Saturday and from 
Liverpoo] Sunday for New York. This 
is the first large passenger steamer io 
sail from the British iIsliee for the 
United States since the s‘uking o% the

25,000 Gallons of Moonshine Whisky 
Said to Have Been Consigned io

Charges of a conspiracy to defraud the 
United States Government out of about 
$70,000 in revenues on distilled spirits 
were made by Federal officials here 
today in connection with the arrest yes.

You cannot 
become thorough Americans if you think of yourselves 
in groups. America does not cousist >f groups. A 
man who thinks of himself as belonging to a par- 
ticular national group in Americc has not yet becoms 
an American; and the man who goes among you to 
trade upon your nationality is n« worthy son to live 
under the stars and stripes. 

‘*My urgent advice to you would be not only al- 
ways to think first of America, but always also to 
think first of humanity. You do not love humanity 
if you seek to divide humanity into jealous camps. 
Humanity can be welded together only by love. by 
sympathy, by justice, not by jealousy and hatred. 


I am sorry for the man who seeks to make personal 
capital out of the passions of his fellow men. He has 


lost the touch and ideal of America, for America 
was created to unite mankind by those passions which 
lift and not by the passions which separate and de- 
base. We came to America, either ourselves or in 
persons of our ancestors, to better the ideals of men, 
to make them see finer things than they had seen 
before, to get rid of thimgs that divide and to make 
sure of the things that unite. It was but an histori- 
cal accident no doubt that this great country was 
called ‘the United States,’ and yet I am very thank- 
ful that it has the word ‘ United’ in its title: and the 
man who seeks to divide man from man, group from 
group, interest from interest, in the United States 
is striking at its very heart. 

‘‘Tt is a very interesting circumstance to me in 
thinking of those of you who have just sworn al- 
legiance to this great Government that you were 
drawn across the ocean by some beckoning finger of 
hope, by some belief, by some vision of a new kind 
of justice, by some expectation of a better kind of 
life.’’ 

‘*You, no doubt, have been disappointed in some of 
us. Some of us are very disappointing. No doubt 
vou have found that justice in the United States 
goes only with a pure heart and a right purpose, as 
it does everywhere else in the world. No doubt, what 
you found here did not seem touched for you, after 
all, with the complete beauty of the ideal which you 
had conceived beforehand. But remember this, if you 
had grown at all poor in the ideal, you brought some 
of it with you.

I sometimes think he 
is fortunate if he has to work only with his hands, 
and not with his head. It is very easy to do what 
other people give you to do, but it is very difficult to 
give other people things to do.

Philadelphia Speech, With Peace As Keynote, 


15,000 Persons— 


Street Throngs Give Ovation. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—“Hu- 
manity first,” was the keynote which 
15,000 persons caught last night in 
the address by President Wilson to an 
audience which included 4000 natural. 
ized citizens who just had taken the 
oath of allegiance to the United 
States. It was the first pubiic utter- 
ance of the President since the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania and was taken 
to intimate the views and probable 
course of action by the Executive 
toward that disaster which cost more 
than 100 American lives. 

While the President made no direct 
reference to the Lusitania. some of 
his address bore on this country’s at- 
titude in regard to peace. This senti- 
ment by him was regarded as partic- 
ularly expressive: 

“There is such a thing as a man be.- 
ing too proud to fight. There is such 
a thing as being so right that it does 
not meed to convince others by force 
that it is right.” 

(ereat Crowd Applauds Him. 

Often the President was interrupted 


by spontaneous outbursts of applause. 


He spoke clearly, and so quiet was his 
audience that he could be heard distinct- 
ly in all parts of the great hall. Ev- 
erywhere the red, white and blue flag 
and bunting was displayed and a band 
during the evening played patriotic airs. 
Some of the passages in his speech 
which the crowd applauded most loudly 
were these: 

“I am sorry for the man who seeks 
to make personal capital out of the 
passions of his fellow-man. He has 
lost the touch and ideal of America, for 
America was created to unite mankind 
by the passions that lift and unite and 
not by the passions that separate and 
debase mankind.” * * ¢ 

“The man who seeks to divide man 
from man, group from group, interest 
from interest, in the United States, is 
striking at its very heart. * * ® 

In introducing the President, Mayor 
Blankenburg said: 

“I present to you—God bless him—the 
President.”’ 

There was a tremendous ovation as 
the President finished his speech. Aft- 
erward he returned to the station and 
entered his private car, departing for 
Washington at midnight. 

President Closely Guarded. 
Because of the present status of inter- 
national affajrs, extraordinary precau- 
tions have been taken to guard the 
President during his stay in Philadel- 
phia. Seven hundred and fifty police- 
men were detailed for this duty. Seven 
detectives acted as a personal body- 
guard for Mr. Wilson and rode directly 
behind through the streets. In addition 
hundreds of policemen led the proces- 
sion and brought up in the rear. 


The street was lined with automobile 
loads of people, who shouted a noisy 
welcome. Thousands of people lined 
the walks. The handclapping and cheer- 
ing was almost constant. Women 
waved handkerchiefs from the windows 
and balconies, and everywhere the re- 
ception given the nation’s chief magis- 
trate was one of enthusiasm and 
warmth. de bowed, raised his hat and 
smiled gratefully. 

When the President reached conven- 
tion hall, he was escorted to a seat by 
Mayor Rudolph Blankenburg. He found 
Secretaries Wilson and Daniels on the 
platform. The hall was densely packed, 
Little American flags were held by 
thousands who stood and waved and 
cheered as the President entered. The 
hall was decorated profusely with re | 
white and blue. 

“Let us unite in singing America,” 
were the words spoken with a distinct 
German accent, with which Mayor 
Blankenburg opened the meeting. The 
President stood with the crowd cnd 
joined in the singing. Everywhere 
there was enthusiasm. 

Mayor Blankenburg called attention to 
the fact that, like other aliens, he had 
“come from foreign shores to find in the 
United States a home.”” He said that a 
“great responsibility’ went with taking 
out citizenship in the United States, add- 
ing that new citizens must do more than 
swear allegiance to their adopted coun- 
try. “Let me beseech you,” he said, “‘to 
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allegiance igs to the country of our adop- 
tion. I cannot impress this too strongly 
on account of occurrences of the last 
eight months. Thank God, we have a 
man in the White House who knows who 
is juat, a man who knows what to do.” 

The crowd interrupted with a tumult 
of cheers, arose en masse from the bal- 
conies and floor and waved the stars 
and stripes. It was a remarkable dem- 
onstration of applause. ®& 

When the Mayor concluded he intro- 

duced United States Judge Joseph Buf- 
fington and later Secretary Wilson of 
the Department of Labor. While Secre- 
tary Wilson was speaking a baby child 
of a new citizen began crying and the 
President smiled. 
A sudden outburst of applause greeted 
the President when he arose to speak. 
Everyone present leaped up, waving 
American flags. Waves of cheers broke 
over the hall, rising and falling. He 
bowed time and again, smiling his ac- 
knowledgment of his reception. As he 
rose the band played the “Star Span- 
gled Banner.” 


Iilinoita Senate Assures President 
People Will Back Him Up. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il., May 11.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today was assured by a 
vote of the Senate that the people of 
illinois would indorse whatever ac- 
tion he might take “for maintaining 
the honor and dignity of the nation” 
in connection with the torpedoing of 
the Lusitania. Following is the text 
of the resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Senate, realiz- 
ing as it does the gravity of the sit- 
uation confronting President Wilson, 
and regretting the great loss of life 
of American citizens by the sinking 
of the Lusitania, conveys to him this 
message of assurance that the people 
of Illinois will indorse whatever ac- 
tion he may deem advisable to take 
for maintaining the honor and dig- 
nity of the nation and the preserva- 
tion of the lives of its citizens.” 

The resolution was offered by Sen- 
ator Compton of Macomb. A copy of 
it was telegraphed to the President. 


PASSENGER AND MOTHER SAVED 
BY CLIMBING ON LINER’S$ PIANO 


British Officer Declares They Floated 
Three Hours and Found Unique 
Craft Seaworthy. 

QUEENSTOWN, May 11.—F. M. Las- 
setter, an officer of a Scottish regiment, 
who was wounded early in the war and 
had been on a voyage of three months 
to recover his health, was saved, to- 
gether with his mother, by the saloon 
grand piano of the Lusitania, on which 
they floated for three hours. 

Mr. Lassetter says he came up near 
his mother after the boat went down 
and sighted the piano floating with its 
legs up. He lifted his mother onto the 
piano and then climbed aboard himself. 
They found the unique craft well above 
the waves and perfectly seaworthy. 


CHARLTON TRIAL SET FOR JULY 


Wife Murder Case of American Com- 
ing Up Berlier Than Expected. 

COMO, Italy, May 11.—The trial of 
Porter Chariton, who was extradited 
from the United States on the charge 
of having murdered his wife on June 8, 
1910, at their vilia here, will be opened 
early in July.

The counter attacks to 
the north of Neuville St. Vaast, pre- 
ceded by a violent bombardment, were 
completely repulsed and we retained all 
the ground gained by us at the same 
time inflicting very heavy losses on our 
assailants. 

“Following the bombardment of Dun- 
kirk, reported yesterday. morning, dur- 
ing which three shells fell, but without 
hurting anybody or inflicting any dam- 
ages, the Germans threw 11 shells on 
the town of Bergues, five miles south- 
southeast of Dunkirk. Twelve persons 
were killed and 11 were wounded. Our 
batteries at once opened fire and they 
put a stop to the shelling of the enemy, 
which was not resumed during the day.”

Kaiser Thanks Gen. Mackensen for 
Galician Victory. 

BERLIN. via London, May 11.—

INQUEST TELLS OF 
LUSITANIA'S LOSS 


Testifies Ship Floated 18 Min- 
utes—Torpedo Forced Water- 
tight Compartments. 


DENIES LINER WAS ARMED 
Watch Kept for Submarines; 


Heard Nothing From Look- 
out Before Attack. 


KINSALE, Ireland, May  11.—Capt. 
Turner's story of the sinking of the 
Lusitania was told yesterday at the 
inquest held here into the deaths of five 
passengers. The Captain testified he 
had received sertain directions concern- 
mg his vovage, but was not at liberty to 


He said he had not 
be- 


tell what they were. 
asked for an escort for the liner, 
cause that was the Admiralty’s busi- 
ness. 

The first attempt was made at the in- 

quest to explain the failure of the wa- 
tertight compartments of the Lusitania, 
which many of the passengers believed 
would save the ship even if she should 
be torpedoed. Ship’s Bugler Livermore 
testified that the compartments were 
closed but that the explosion and the 
force of the water must have blown 
them open. He said all the officers 
were at their posts and that the early 
arrivals of rescue craft would not have 
saved the situation. 
Coronor Horgan said that the first 
torpedo fired by the German submarine 
did serious damage” to the Lusitania, 
but that, not satisfied with this, the 
Germans had discharged another tor- 
pedo. The second torpedo, he said, must 
have been more deadly, because it went 
right through the ship, hastening the 
work of destruction. 

The characteristic courage of the Irish 
and British people was manifested at 
the time of this terrible disaster, the 
Coroner continued, and there was no 
panic. 

He charged that the responsibility 
‘lay on the German Government and 
the whole people of Germany who col- 
laborated in the terribte crime.”’ 

Capt. Turner Testifies. 

Capt. Turner of the Lusitania was 
asked by the Coroner whether he had 
received a message concerning the sink- 
ing of a ship off Kinsale by a submarine. 
Capt. Turner replied that he had not. 

“Did you receive any special instruc- 
tions as to the voyage?’ ‘Yes, sir.”’ 

“Are you at liberty to tell us what 
they were?” ‘No, sir.” 

“Did you carry them out?” 
the best of my ability.” 

“Tell us in your own words what hap- 
pened after passing Fastnet.”’ 

‘The weather was clear,’’ Capt. Turner 
answered. ‘“‘We were going at a speed 
of 18 knots. I was on the port side and 
heard Second Officer Pefford call out: 
‘Here’s a torpedo.’ 

“Tt ran to the other side and saw 
clearly the wake of a torpedo. Smoke 
and steam came up between the last 
two funnels. There was a slight shock. 
Immediately after the first explosion 
there was another report, but that may 
possibly have been internal. 

“T at once gave orders to lower the 
boats down to the rails, and I directed 
that women and children should get into 
them. 

“I also had all the bulkheads closed,”’ 
Capt. Turner continued. ‘“‘Between the 
time of passing Fastnet, at about ll 
o’clock, and of the torpedoing, I saw 
no sign whatever of any submarine. 
There was some haze along the Irish 
coast, and when we were near Fastnet 
1 slowed down to 15 knots. I was in wire- 
less communication with shore all the 
way grross.” 

Denies Ship Was Armed. 

“You were aware threats had been 
made that the ship would be torpedoed?”’ 
the Coroner asked Capt. Turner. 

“We were,’ the captain replied. 

‘Was she armed?’ “No, sir.”’ 

“What precautions did you take?’ 
“We had all the boats swung when we 
came within the danger zone, between 
the passing of Fastnet and the time of 
the accident.”’ 

Capt. Turner was asked whether he 
had received any messages in regard to 
the presence of submarines off the Irish 
coast. He replied in the affirmative. 
Questioned regarding the nature of the 
message, he replied: “I respectfully re- 
fer you to the Admiralty for an answer.” 

“I also gave orders to stop the ship,” 
Capt. Turner continued, “but we could 
not stop. We found that the engines 
were out of commission. It was not safe 
to lower boats until the speed was off 
the vessels. As a matter of fact, there 
was a perceptible headway on her up to 
the time she went down. 

Ship Floated 18 Minutes. 

“When she was struck she listed to 
starboard. I stood on the bridge when 
she sank and the Lusitania went down 
under me. She floated about 18 minutes 
after the torpedo struck her. My watch 
stopped at 2:36. I was picked up from 
among the wreckage and afterward was 
brought aboard a trawler. 

“No warship was convoying us. I saw 
no warship, and none was reported ¢° 
me as having been seen. At the time I 
was picked up I noticed bodies floating 
on the surface, but saw no living per- 
sons.”” 

“Eighteen knots was not the normal 
speed of the Lusitania, was it?” “At or- 
dinary times,”” answered Capt. Turner, 
“she could make % knots, but in war 
times her speed was reduced to 21 knots. 
My reason for going 18 knots was that 
I wanted to arrive at Liverpool bar 
without stopping and within two or three 
hours of high waters.”’

Strong Wind and Current Hampers Hunt; Pa- 


trol Continues, Shores Are Searched; Twenty- 


Nine More Bodies Found Near Scene. 


QUEENSTOWN, May 11.—Hope of 
finding further survivors of the Lusi- 
tania disaster has been abandoned and 
efforts are now being directed exclu- 
sively to recovering the bodies of tho_- 
who met death when the ship went 


down.. To this end, the entire territory 
is being patrolled by ships and all of 
the nearby shores are watched. 

Sixteen bodies were brought into 
Queenstown this afternoon by a tus 
chartered by. the Cunard line. None 
of the bodies has yet been identified. 

The bodies are those of nine men, five 
women and a boy and girl. They were 
floating with life belts 20 miles east of 
the scene of the disaster. All the bodies 
have deteriorated. 

The tug decks were littered with deck 
chairs and other wreckage from the Lu- 
sitania. 

Reports today said that 10 bodies had 
veen brought ashore at Castle Town- 
send, near Baltimore, six of them being 
men and four women, and that two 
others were at Baltimore, which is a 
small seaport on the 
coast. 


with the possibility of making further 
identifications when a Cunard tug, dis- 
patched to the scene, brings the bodies 
here. 

It is reported wne of the bodies at 
Baltimore had on it papers bearing the 
name Harrison, Main street, Bridge- 
port, Conn., and that on another there 
was found the circular of a firm called 
Florence & Co., tootl. brush manufac- 
tvrers in Connecticut. The tug dis- 
patched yesterday evening by the Cun- 
ard company to the scene of the dis- 
aster to look for bodies, had not re- 
iurned to Queenstown today. 

The body of Albert Thompson of To- 
1cnto, brought in by an Admiralty 
truwler last night, was found drifting 
with wreckage near the coast, not far 
from the scene of the disaster. 

Current Where Ship Went Down. 

A current of from two and one-half 
to three knots races around Old Head, 
Kinsale, and this has been augmented 
by a stiff east wind, which at the end 
ef elght or nine days may carry bodies 
ashore around Cape Clear, on the west 
Irish coast. The winds ordinarily pre- 
vailing would have brought bodies ashore 
on the Atlantic coast of Cornwall, En- 
gland. 

There are indications that the heavy 
death toll among the American men 
in the first cabin was due to a scarcity 
of life belts, many of them having given 
the life preservers they had obtained to 
helpless women. There is a preponder- 
ance of testimony that no American man 
got into a boat until after he had been 
thrown into the water. 

Webb Wade, secretary of Alfred Van- 
derbilt, has not yet been able to ar- 
range with the authorities to comply 
with his request that all necessary tugs 
be chartered at the expense of the 
Vanderbilt family to search for other 
bodies as well as that of Vanderbilt. 
Until he heard the story of Dr. Owen 
Kenan of New York, Wade believed his 
employer had entered one of the boats 
smashed against the side of the ship.

When the Lusitania was in her death 
throes there was no cooler group aboar:l 
than that composed of Mme. Marie de 
Page, Herbert 8. Stone, Lindon W. 
Bates Jr. and Dr. J. T. Houghton. The 
last named was the only survivor of the 
party. This little band guided women 
and children, supplied life belts, bound 
up the wounds of other passengers and 
then plunged hopelessly into the sea, 
having given up their own life preserv- 
ers. 


Another throng of anxious friends and 
relatives arrived here last night but the 
chances of identifying more of the dead 
are remote, as the great yits In the cem- 
etery are filled with those buried as un- 
known, while other bodies which come 
ashore soon will be beyond identifica- 
tion. 

Ninety-Two Passengers Buried. 
Ninety-two passengers of the Luali- 
tania were buried yesterday afternoon. 
Under a sky in which not a single cloud 
floated and to the strains of hymns 
played by British soldiers, they were 
laid to rest two miles behind Queens- 
town in a cemetery bursting with spring 
greenery and tucked between hills flam- 
ing with gorse. The services at the 
graves began at 4 o'clock, at 4:30 the sod 
of Ireland was being shoveled upon the 
coffins. 

The townspeople stood hatiess nearly 

all afternoon as the coffins were con- 
veyed to the cemetery on carts. This 
process required hours and it was not 
until 3 o’clock that the funeral pro- 
cession proper left the water front. 
There were only three podies, one each 
in a hearse, in this cortege, the 8 oth- 
ers already having been placed in the 
graves. 
With the British army band playing 
Chopin's funeral marca, the procession 
marched through the crooked streets, 
past the Cathedral, which stands on the 
highest point in the town, and then 
took its course along an undulating 
country road, now rising and now sink- 
ing between green hills. Along this 
country road, country folks were clus- 
tered, for the. most part perched on 
stone fences behind the soldiers, who 
guarded the road the entire two miles 
from the cathedral to the cemetery. 

Those waiting in the graveyard 
first heard the notes of the funeral 
march and then the sound of muffled 
drums. The cortege entered the 
cemetery in the following order: A 
Major of the Royal Irish Infantry on 
horse, five members of the Irish con- 
stabulary and a group of Protestant 
churchmen. Then in black robes 


were 13 priests and behind them were 
the hearses draped with British 


flags, to the rear of which trudged 
the mourners, among them several! 
American survivors of the disaster. 

The sailors from the steamer Way- 
farer, which was recently torpedoed 
but was able to make port, followed, 
and behind them were the members 
of the corporation of Cork headed by 
the Lord Mayor. A company of ma- 
rines followed and then were sallors 
of the various British ships in the 
harbor. The British officers number- 
ing a hundred odd marched erect but 
slow. Next in line were Capts. Mil- 
ler and Castle, attaches of the Ameri- 
can Embassy itn London. Both were 
dressed in khaki uniforms. A party 
of British naval officers and admiral 
Sir Charles Coke of Queenstown fol- 
lowed them. 

89 Buried in Three Graves. 

The Most Rev. Robert Browne, Bishop 
of Cloyne, rode in a carriage. 

The procession was a full hour in 
passing into the cemetery. Three sol- 


diers guarded the walls as six other sol-/ 


dier pallbearers lifted the coffins from 
the hearses and set them beside the 
graves. The three coffins rested beside 
separate graves. The other 89 had pre- 
viously been placed in three great pits— 
65 in one, in layers two deep, and 12 each 
in the other two. 

Just before the service started a wom- 
an rushed to the side of one of the huge 
graves and asked to have the coffin in 
one corner raised. This was done and 
itremblingly the woman bent over an! 
gazed at the face within it. Then she 
shook her head and turned away. Ap- 
parently she had not found the one she 
sought. 

Conducted by Bishop Browne, the 
Catholic service was held first, the 
choir boys bearing incense, appearing 
from a cluster of elms and going to 
the grave side. The Church of Ire- 
| land service, that is, the Episcopalian, 
followed and finally the non-con- 
formist rites were performed. As the 
last words uf this service were spok- 
en the muffled drums rolled and the 
familiar hymn “Abide With Me,” 
swelled forth.

No Americans, so far e« known, 
were among those buried today. A 
few of the dead were members of 
the Lusitania’s crew, but the ma-

This country wants no expressfon of 
“heartfelt sympathy” from a Govern- 
ment that deliberately murdered scores 
of helpless American men, women and 
children. It wants no further admoni- 
tions from Germany about the necessity 
of heeding German warnings of intended 
violations of international law ard of 
intended German crimes against néu- 
trals. All it wants from Germany is full 
reparation for the outrages alreacy com- 
mitted and a clear understanding that 
there is to be no repetition of these 
outrages. , 

The American people do not want war 
with Germany, if war can be honorably 
avoided, but that question must be de- 
cided in Berlin, not in Washington. We 
know our rights under international law, 
and we are not without means of en- 
forcing those rights.

Everett P. Wheeler Holds the Sinking of the 
Lusitania to Be Wholly Unjustified 
by Law or Morality.

In the first place, international law 


is, I think, binding on all nations, 
just as much as the Constitution of 
the United States is binding on all 
States. It is clear that Germany had 
no right to sink ‘the Lusitania with- 
out giving warning and taking off 
the passengers.

The United States Revised Statutes 
relating to piracy should be quoted. 
They are: 

“PIRACY.

port of the United States, any armed 
vessel or boat, or any vessel or boat 
the crew whereof shall be armed, and 
which shall have attempted or com- 
mitted any  pliratical aggression, 
search, restraint, depredation, or 
seizure, upon any vessel of the United 
States, or of the citizens thereof, or 
upon any other vessel; and also to

Death, the Penalty. 

“Section 65368. Bvery person who, on 
the high seas, commits the crime of 
piracy as defined by the law of nations, 
and is afterward brought into or found 
in the United States, shall suffer death. 

“Section 5736. Every person who com- 
inits upon the high seas, or in any river, 
harbor, basin or bay, out of the juris- 
diction of any particular state, murder 
or robbery, or any other offense, which, 
is committed within the body of a coun- 
try, would be punishable with death 
by the laws of the United States, is a 
pirate, and shall suffer death.” 

The Germans say the commander of a 
submarine cannot give warning.

It is certain that American opinion 
can be held in check if the German Gov- 
ernment shows a rational appreciation of 
Ithe gravity of its offense. But if the 
present attitude of defiance continues, 
of if another massacre of this kind takes 
place, all the bounds of restraint will 


rot so, the captain of the Lusitania said 
two torpedoes struck his boat. Now, 
assume the German commander had a 
right to fire the first torpedo, he could 
have seen that the Lusitania had been 
disabled; then the firing of the second 
torpedo must have been done to sink 
the boat and drown as many persons as 
possible. A stroke of one torpedo could 
rot have sunk the Lusitania, which was 
a finer boat than the Titanic and hard- 
er to sink, in 22 minutes, so it is per- 
fectly clear that the German command- 
er fired the second in order to strike 
horror into the minds of the people of 
the whole world, demonstrating that she 
would stop at nothing. 

It is my opinion that the President 
should send the fleet over to rid the 
seas of these pirates. To do so would 
be according to international law and 
could not be considered as an act of 
war. If Germany should consider it as 
such it would not be our fault. 

Commission ws. Piracy. 
The German answer is that a vessel

“Blame Cunard Company.”

Election on May 7 Illegal, At- 
lanta Man Alleges in Petition 
Filed Here. 


Another chapter in the quarrel be- 
tween stockholders of the St. Joseph 
Lead Co. began with the filing in the 
United States District Court today of a 
Maynard of Atlanta, 
Ga., against the Doe Run Lead Co. of 
Bonne Terre, Mo., and Politte Evans, 
Robert Sellers, R. R. S. Parsons and F. 
H. Dearing, in which it is sought to 
have set aside an election of directors of 
the Doe Run company, held May 7, 1915, 
and to have another election ordered. 
The Doe Run company, according to 
the petition. on Sept. 10, 1913, had an au- 
thorized capital stock of $10,000,000, of 
which $6,578,300 was issued and out- 
standing. On that date an agreement 
was submitted to the stockholders of 
the Doe Run company to effect a merg- 
er with the St. Joe Lead Co. 
Agreement Is Cited. 
Under the agreement the stockholders 
of the Doe Run company were to deliver 
their stock and receive in return their 
1atable proportion of $5,000,000 face value 
of stock in the St. Joseph company and 
$125,000 ih cagh. 
The St. Joe company, it is alleged, ac- 
guired 64,534 shares of Doe Run stock 
ut par and issued in exchange shares of 
the capital stock of the St. Joseph com- 
pany of the par value of $10 each and 
the St. Joseph company paid the ratable 
proportion of $126,000 to the Doe Run 
comany. 
Maynard, the petition says, owned 
1100 shares of the Doe Run stock and 
refused to sell any of his stock'to the 
St. Joseph company and refused to 
sign the agreement. There was no 
merger of the two companics, it is 
declared and they still are governed 
by separate directors and. officers. 

At the stockholders’ meeting, May 
7, Parsons was elected chairman and 
Dearing secretary and Parsons ap- 
pointed Elvins and Sellers as inspec- 
tors of election. Maynard filed a pro- 
test against the stock of the St. Jo- 
seph company being voted, on the 
ground that the purpose was to have 
the St. Joseph company dominate the 
Doe Run company, which would be 
contrary to law and public policy. 

Calls Election Illegal. 

The 64,534 shares heli by the St. Jo 
seph company was vited, however, anu 
C H. Crane, R. R. 8S. Parsons, L. H. 
E.esson, I". H. Dearing and E. A. Rotter 
were announced to have becn elected. 
Maynard alleges that the election was 
illegal and that if the stock held by the 
t. Joseph company had been rejected 
the following would have been elected 
directors: S. R. Maynard, Robert H. 
Holmes, Clinton H. Crane, J. W. Me- 
Lean and P. N. Movore. 

Maynard says that prior to the ac- 
quisition by the St. Joseph company of 
the Doe Run stock he received 6 per 
cent annual dividends, which afforded 
him an annual income of $6600. Since 
the St. Joseph company acquired the 
stock there has been only one dividend. 
76 cents a share, on Dec. 30, 1913. 

He declares that the St. Joseph com- 
pany, for the purpose of influencing him 
and other stockholders of the Doe Run 
company to exchange their Doe Run for 
St. Joseph stock, has through the di- 
rectors of the Doe Run company during 
1914 refused to declare any further div- 
idends, although the Doe Run company 
has been earning enough to pay 6 per 
cent dividends.

‘| Father, a London Banker, Called Him 


Home to Replace Brother, Killed 
at Front. 

Donald G. Hertz, who was one of the 
survivors of the Lusitania, was a resi- 
dent of St. Louis for a year until a few 
days before the Lusitania sailed. He 
was a young lawyer ana spent much of 
his time at the offices of A. M. Frum- 
berg in the National Bank of Commerce 
Building. 

Frumberg said that Hertz’s father, an 
international banker in London, sent 
Frumberg $375 to pay the young man’s 
passage home. His only brother had 
been killed ot “oa “war, and the father 
desired the other son to return home to 
take his brother's place in the banking 
house. . 

Hertz’s wife, Mrs. Mayme Lee Mertz, 
obtained a divorce from him in Judge 
Hennings’ court March 2. They were 
married in Kansas City July 7, 1918. She 
charged that he failed to pay bills at 
the Buckingham oHtel, where they re- 
sided for a short time, that he frequent- 
ly was intoxicated and associated with 
other women.

POLITICIANS SEEK 
TO RULE OR RUIN 


Chairman Rogers Declares 
Republicans, and Men of 
Influence, but Whose 
Names He Withholds, Are 
Hampering Work for Sake 
of Obtaining Spoils.

7000 POSITIONS UNDER 
CIVIL, SERVICE RULES 


Nearly Half Are for Unskilled 
Work, to Which Ward 
Leaders Seek to Dictate 
Appointments, He Says— 
Tells of Coercion Attempts 


Thomas H. Rogers, chairman of the 
Efficiency Board, interviewed by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, declared that 
Republican politicians, ‘‘men of influ- 
ence, directly connected with politics,” 
have adopted a policy to “rule or ruin” 
the Efficiency Board, for the sake of 


getting the spoils. 

Chairman Rogers said that in so far 
as he was concerned the board would 
continue its present plan and would re- 
fuse to consider either the politics or 
religion of any applicant for any mu- 
nicipal position. 

“Since the organization of the Efficien- 
cy Board,” Chairman Rogers said, “‘ev- 
ery influence politicians could bring to 
bear on the board to induce the mem- 
bers to forget their oath of office and 
to favor politicians has. been used... [ 
cannot think of a means they have over- 
looked. 

Board Not Liked. 
“The Efficiency Board is not liked by 
politicians. They do not object so much 
to many of the positions of medium sal- 
ary 
basis, but they do object to the high- 


bor being on an efficiency basis. 
‘The reason is very plain. There are 
approximately 7000 positions under the 
municipal Government. Some of these 
pay high salaries, and are considered by 
politicians as proper means to pay po- 
litical debts or to gather political 
strength for the future. Nearly half of 
the 7000 positions are for unskilled labor. 
“The strength of the ward politician 
lies in the number of men he can con- 
trol. If ward politicians were able to 
fill half the places in the city govern- 
ment, even the $1.50 and $2 a day jobs, 
they would add greatly to their strength. 
“As soon as the board began to make 
up lists of eligibles for the many dif- 
fetent jobs, we began to hear from the 
politicians. They wanted particular men 
advanced on the lists so that they would 
get jobs, while others, who had filed ap- 
plications ahead of them, would have to 
wait. These politicians, and many of 
them, came to the board. They talked 
to me about the welfare of the party. 
They recalled that they were Repub- 
licans and that I was a Republican. 


Will Not Name Men. 
“I told them that the Efficiency Board 


gave no more consideration to the poli- 
tics of an applicant than it gave to the 
religion of an applicant; that it consid- 
ered neither. I told them the course of 
the board was outlined in the charter. 
They wanted to know ‘What is the 
charter between friends” ”’ 

Chairman Rogers was asked to name 
some of the politicians who had made 
demands on him. He did not care to do 


‘{so and he was asked if they were mem- 


bers of the Republican City Committee. 

“I will say they were men of in- 
fluence; directly connected with poli- 
tics. I do not believe it would help the 
situation any if I talked about individ- 
uals. In fact, it probably would add to 
the board’s difficulties. We are trying 
to live up to the letter and the spirit of 
the charter, and we are having all the 
embarrassing difficulties that we care 
to have. 

““We were not unprepared for the at- 
tempt to ‘break the back’ of the Ef- 
ficiency Board, but we determined on 
our course. In the first place, we re- 
fused to permit the name of any polit- 


cal committeeman, as such, to remain 


as an endorsement of an application. 
When one was received we erased it or 
tore it from the application. Of course 
we could not refuse a committeeman 
permission to sign for an applicant as 
a citizen, but the fact that we knew 
he was a committeeman did not in- 
fluence the placing of the applicant's 
name on the list. It went on in the 
order it was received. 

“I do not mean to say that every 
man who filed an application was given 
temporary employment in the order in 
which his application was received. 
Whenever it appeared from the appli- 
cation that the man, either because of 
lack of education or lack of experience, 
was not qualified for the position he 
sought, he was not appointed. 


Sent Business Men Around, 
“But to get back to the politicians. 


They soon found that political influence 
could not control the board. They then 
began sending business men here with 
& suggestion that the board go slow and 
not attempt to change the system in a 
hurry.

ASSAILS PLEA IN DEFENSE 


Amsterdam Paper Contradicts 
Arguments Offered in Justifi- 
cation of the Attack.

LONDON, May 11.—Excepting the Ger- 
man and Austrian press, the submarine 
attack on the Lusitania is generally con- 
demned throughout Europe. Neutral 
countries are especially indignant. 

A Reuter dispatch from Athens quotes 
the newspaper Hestia there as saying: 
“While undertaking to give lessons on 
the principles of humanity to others 
they (the Germans) themselves commit 
the greatest crimes against humanity.’’ 

In Christiania the Morgenbladet says: 
“The sinking of the Lusitania has cre- 
ated everywhere a‘feeling of horror and 
loathing too great to be measured.’’ 

“Such horrible methods,”’ says the Ore- 
bladet of the same city, “‘should be pro- 
tested against everywhere in the name 
of humanity.’”’

BARNES-T. R. SUIT 
Says Certain Evidence Allowed 


to Stand Shows No Corrup- 
tion on Barnes’ Part. 


By Associated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 11.—Remark- 
ing that such evidence did not show 
any corruption or impropriety on the 
part of Barnes, Justice William 8S. An- 
drews, presiding in the trial of William 
Karnes’ suit against Theodore Roosevelt 
for $50,000 for alleged libel, refused to- 
day to strike from the record testimony 
concerning Barnes’ connection with di-| 
rect primaries legislation, racetrack 
legislation, the franchise tax and his 
cpposition to Gov. Hughes. It was 
allowed to remain in the record simply 
ic show the plaintiff's position in the 
Hepublican party. 

Justice Andrews added that he consid- 
ered that some of the evidence might 
bear on the election in 1911 of a United 
States Senator to succeed Chauncey M. 
Depew and that it should remain in 
for that reason. 

The Court struck out a stipulation to 
the effect that there was “rottenness”’ 
in many departments of the State Gov- 
ernment. The Court held that no evi- 
dence had been produced whfch in any 
way connected Barnes with the matter. 
In a discussion with William M. Ivins, 
chief counsel for Barnes, Justice An- 
drews remarked that he considered the 
article upon which the suit was based 
libel per se because it charged a cor- 
rupt alliance between Barnes and Mur- 
phy. He added that one of the reasons 
he had allowed evidence on the printing 
situation in Albany was to give the 
defense an adequate opportunity to 
prove, if it could, a corrupt alliance 
btetween “crooked wemneps and crooked 
politics.’’ 

Counsel for Col. Roosevelt th be. 
gan to marshal the evidence regarding 
printing. 

Belmont, who aiived today in answer 
to a subpena served on him in behalf 
of Barnes, and Col. Roosevelt lunched 
together. 

Another witness ®eady to testify was 
William F. Sheehan, Democratic can- 
didate for United States Senator in 
1911, when a deadlock in the State 
Senate finally resulted in the selec- 
tion of James A. O'Gorman. 

Four of five motions to strike from the 
record parts of testimony offered in be- 
half of Roosevelt were denied yester- 
day, after the defense had rested its 
case. 

That part of former State Senator 
George B. Agnew’s testimony which had 
to do with the election of Jotham P. 
Allds as President pro tem of the State 
Senate was stricken from the record. The 
Court ruled there was nothing to show 
Barnes was in any way concerned in 
the alleged combination between the Re- 
publican and Democratic machines. 
Counsel for Barnes tried to get from 
Justice Andrews his definition of the 
word “‘corruption.’’ Justice Andrews in- 
dicated his definition was that in law 
“eorruption” did not necessarily mean 
pecuniary corruption.

QUIDOOR DANCES 


Park Commissioner Plans Pro- 
gram for Such Outings in Play- 
grounds Twice a Week. 


Park Commissioner Nelson Cunliff, in 
outlining the plans of his department 
for the summer, said today they would 
include outdoor dances at the various 
playgrounds and possibly at the parks. 
with free music furnished by the city, 
an increased number of band concerts. 
illumination of shelter buildings in For- 
est Park and the formation, Thurs- 
day night, of the Municipal Amateur 
Athletic Association to supervise base- 
ball, football, tennis, track, basket ball, 
swimmjng and similar contests. 

His announcement was in a speech 
before the Order of Jovians at their 
luncheon at the American Annex. He 
told the Jovians that the methods used 
by former Park Commissioner Dwight 
C. Davis would be generally adopted, 
but that they would be extended. 

He called attention to the vast 
crowds that are being attracted to the 
parks by outdoor sports. There are 
10,000 men playing amateur sports and 
last season a total of 335,000 persons. wit- 
nessed municipal soccer games, the aver- 
age at public contests being about 40,000. 

Public Swimming Pools, 

The use of the public swimming pools, 
he said, is also increasing enormously. 
He recalled that 25,000 persons were in 
the Fairground pool in one day last 
summer:and that the number of spec- 
tators watching the swimmers averaged 
about 10,00 a day. Yet he reminded 
his hearers regretfully that of the 2 
largest cities in the United States St. 
Louis has the lowest per capita ex- 
penditure for park purposes. 

The outdoor dances at the play- 
grounds will be under the supervision 
of the Superintendent of Public Recrea- 
tions. The Park Department will fur- 
nish an orchestra for dances twice a 
week in every playground and, it is 
hoped, there will be free moving pic- 
tures in each playground every two 
weeks. ; 

In addition to an increased number of 
band concerts for the summer season, 
“the Park Department is trying to ar- 
range for at least four public ‘concerts 
to be given next winter in whatever 
buildings can be obtained.

STRAY DOG BITES 
3 CHILDREN, BUY 
DIES OF RABIES 


Two Seem to Have Passed Dan- 
ger Stage Since They Were 
Attacked on April 26. 


Scott Moise, 10 years old, of 6710 Mitch- 
ell avenue, died this morning in the 


City Hospital from rabies, the result or 
a@ bite inflicted by a stray dog, April 26. 
Hope for his recovery was abandoned 
yesterday, and morphine injections wer 
used to ease the pains caused by the 
spasms of hydrophobia. 

The boy was treated promptly after 
the bite and the most approved modern 
methods, successful in many other cases, 
were used, but failed to save him. He 
was placed in the hospital Saturday, 
after positive symptoms of rabies had 
been discovered by the City Bacteriol- 
ogist, who had been treating him daily. 
The reason for the failure of the treat- 
ment, it is explained, is that he was 
bitten over the left eye and that the 
infection reached the brain Before treat- 
ment could counteract it. 


‘wm Others Were Bitten 
Two children of Patrolman White, of 


6836 Old Manchester avenue, who were 
bitten by the same dog on the same 
day, were treated in the same manner 
as the Moise boy, and have so far 
passed the stage of danger that they 
were permitted to attend a picnic yes- 
terday. 

Scott Moise was bitten on the left arm 
and over the left eye, the bite in the lat- 
ter case penetrating the tissue just 
over the eye. He was taken soon after- 
ward to a physician, who cauterized 
both wounds. Then he was taken to 
City Bacteriologist Baldwin's office at 
the city hospital and treatment by the 
intensive Pasteur method was at once 
begun. 

This treatment consists of the injec- 
tion, into the patient's back, of an emul- 
sion made from the tissue of the spinal 
cord of a rabbit. An injection of 2 to 
30 drops of the liquid was given daily, 
and there was no neglect of any pre- 
caution, Dr. Baldwin declares. But Sat- 
urday the physician was dismayed to 
see the unmistakable symptoms of ra- 
bies. 

Yesterday the boy was unable to en- 
dure the sight of water, which threw 
him into spasms, and further spasms 
resulted from his efforts to breathe. 
His vocal cords, at the same time, be- 
came partly paralyzed. 

The dog» was killed soon after run- 
ning into the White home and biting the 
children there. It bit another dog, 
which has since developed rabies, and 
has been isolated. It is not known to 
have had any owner. The City Mar- 
shal’s office is charged with the task 
of impounding and killing stray dogs, 
but the appropriation for this purpose, 
it was announced a few days ago, is 
nearly exhausted.

Mayor Kiel, in a communication to the 
Citizens’ Parkway Committee, today put 
himself on record as being opposed to 
negro segregation movement, in behalf 
of which initiative petitions are being 
circulated, with the purpose of having 
it voted on at the Parkway election. 

The Mayor in his statement, says he 
will veto a segregation ordinance if 
such a measure is passed while he is 
in office. The segregation issue, he 
says, has been injected into the Park- 
way campaign as a bugaboo to induce 
negro voters to oppose the Parkway. 


Points Made by Mayor 
Among the points made by the Mayor 


in his statement to the committee are: 


tion with the Parkway and should not 
have been brought up at this time, and, 
in fact, should not be brought up at 
all in this land of equal rights for all. 

“T will say now, as I have already 

said on several occasions, that I am op- 
posed to the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for the segregation of negroes. 
If such a measure designated to carry 
out such a move ever reaches my of- 
fice I will promptly attach my veto to 
it. 
“If the segregation question ever 
reaches the stage of a campaign issue 
for or against its adoption, I pledge 
myself to take the stump and make 
speeches against it, if that becomes 
necessary to defeat It. 

“The fears of the coiored residents 
that the construction of the Central 
lTurkway would bring «bout a segro- 
gation movement is without foundation. 
Tf the parkway ordinance should be de- 
feated, it would not mean that the ad- 
vocates of segregation would drop it. 
They would find some other argument 
t» try to develop a spirit uf race preju- 
cice and carry their point. 

“If a segregation law evor is finally 
adopted in St. Louis I am confident it 
“ever would becone effective. It would 
withuvul -JJoubt be declared uncenstitu- 
tional by the courts and promptly 
thrown out, on the ground that it vio- 
‘fates the sovereign rights of citizens by 
druwing the color line. Such a law 
could nos etidure here and wouid veristl. 
iu short order.

Goethals Informs Daniels He Cannot 
Guarantee That Panama Can Be 
Kept Open. 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—After physi- 
cal conditions in the Panama Cana! 
had been described to Secretary Daniels 
by Major-General Goethals, Governor 2f 
the zone, and Capt. Hugh Rodman, the 
marine superintendent, it was under- 
stood that officials were giving consid- 
erations to suggestions that the pro- 
posed cruise of the Atlantic fleet 
through the great waterway to the ex- 
position at San Francisco be abandone‘. 
Gov. Goethals, it was said, informed 
Daniels that the canal's minimum chan- 
nel depth now was %5 feet, deep enough 
to pass safely the largest battleships, 
but he would not forecast the naviga- 
bility of the canal on July 4, the pro- 
posed date for the fleet's passage. That 
element of doubt and the present world 
situation, it was understood, were being 
considered by officials as possibly war- 
ranting the abandonment of the cruise. 
The risk of a slide after the vessels 
had passed into the Pacific, blocking 
their immediate return in case of emer- 
gency, is being pointed to as a possible 

menace to be reckoned with.

Azama, which ran ashore on the coast 
of Lower California, Feb. 4, has been 
refioated, according to information re- 
eeived here.

HEALTH TESTS 
FOR WAITERS AND 
COOKS SUGGESTED 


City Hospital Alumni Society 
Points Out They Could Spread 
Disease if Afflicted. 


PLAN IS PUT UP TO CITY 


Physicians Would Empower 
Health Department to Make 
Examinations Compulsory. 


That standard joke of the funny pa- 
per men about the waiter’s thumb and 
the bow] of soup is not such a joke after 
all, in the opinion of the Medical Socie- 
ty of the city hospital alumni of St. 
Louis. While the society is not attempt- 
ing to abridge the waiter’s immemorial 
privilege of putting his thumb in the 
bouillon, it is at least trying to make 
certain that it will be the perfectly clean 
digit of a perfectly healthy and sanitary 
waiter. 

By a resolution formally adopted May 
7, the Society has recommended that the 
city government make it one of the du- 
ties of the Health Department to see 
that all cooks and waiters in hotels, 
clubs and restaurants are examined fre- 
quently for traces of communicable 
diseases and that none be permitted to 
work when found so afflicted. 

The resolution points out that con- 
sumption, cancer, diphtheria, grip and 
various other diseases can easily be 
communicated by persons handling food 
and dishes. It recommends thaf the 
Department of Public Welfare take the 
matter up and give to the Health De- 
partment full authority to take action, 
so that any person suspected of havinz 
any of these diseases may be barred 
from serving the public. 

Doctor Tells Experiences. 

The society, of which Dr. Francis L. 
Reder of 6346 Berlin avenue, is presi- 
dent, has appointed a special committee 
to take the matter up with the city au- 
thorities and arrange for a conference 
to work out the details of any legisla- 
tion that may be attempted. 

One physician, active in getting the 
resolution adopted, who, for reasons of 
‘‘tmedical ethics,’’ wished his name with- 
held, said he had madé personal ob- 
servations of the matter for many 
years. He is a member of one of the 
city’s most influential clubs, but de- 
clares he hasn't eaten there for years, 
because so many of the kitchen and 
dining room helpers have sought his 
professional services for ailments that 
are communicable. 

He told of going, several years ago, 
into one of the downtown cafes fre- 
quented by wealthy business men. A 
waiter came to take his order, and, 
after the ancient custom of all waiters, 
gave a little apologetic cough behind 
his hand before handing the doctor a 
napkin. The doctor gave one look at 
the waiter, his trained eye detecting 
at once the traces of a disease, and 
departed from the place forthwith, never 
to return. ; 

Health Certificates Suggested. 

Members of the society believe that 
managers of all these places could be 
compelled to require all their employes 
to present health certificates. Places 
could be left on them for the O K 
stamp for re-examining physicians. An

tor thinks, would be advantageous to 
the employer and the waiter as well as 
to the public. Many of these waiters 
suffer dangerous maladies, he declares, 
without knowing what is the matter 
with them, and getting medical advice 
in time. 

The doctor pointed out that the Gov- 
ernment is doing this identical thing in 
Panama. A report in a recent medical 
journal declares that the examiners 
have found several waiters and cooks 
who were typhoid carriers.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We Germans should not lose our heads in this 
crisis of the Lusitania affair.

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GERMANY’S INVALID PLEA. 

Germany's note on the Lusitania horror evades. 
the vital issue, from the American standpoint, and 
fails lamentably to justify her action from any 
standpoint. 

The United States has no complaint to offer 
against the sinking of a British ship. Our con- 
cern is the slaughter of Americans without warn- 
ing or opportunity to escape, in violation of in- 
ternational law and agreement. From the stand- 
point of humanity we are concerned in this il- 
legal and murderous method of attack, which 
drowns noncombatants of any or all nations, 


neutral and belligerent. 
If Germany could prove that the Lusitania was 


armed and prepared to resist she could justify 
her warningless attack on the ground that the 
Lusitania was a British war vessel. But the proof 
is all the other way. Germany does not even 
make the specific charge against the Lusitania. 

The plea that the Lusitania carried war mate- 
rial and other contraband is absurd. The fact 
that a merchant ship carries contraband does not 
in law or usage justify the drowning of her pas- 
sengers and crew or set aside an obligation of 
law and humanity. 

The argument that because Great Britain is 
trying to starve the German people Germany 
is justified in taking retaliatory measures, no 
matter how illegal and barbarous or whom they 
hurt, friend or foe, noncombatant or combatant, 
It is 
part of that sophist plea of military necessity and 
paramount national interest which has served as 
the German excuse for every violation of law, ob- 
ligation and civilized usage. If the plea of inter- 
est or necessity is valid in justification of war 
measures and methods, we may send treaties, 
agreements and the whole body of international 
law to the bottom with the Lusitania and her 


hapless passengers. It is indefensible in law or in 


morals. 

The United States cannot accept Germany’s ex- 
cuses as valid. We have a double duty to per- 
form. We must stand for our own rights, our 
own honor and the protection of American citi- 
zens against lawless and unwarranted attack or 
injury. We must insist upon our rights and the 
obligations of others towards us. 

We should go beyond this and stand for civ- 
ilization and humanity against every pressure of 
war madness and desperation. We should insist 
upon the rights of neutrals and noncombatants to 
protection against ruthless slaughter. We should 
insist upon open seas for neutral shipping and 
safe seas for all who go in ships without hostile 
intent, under the protection of law. We should 
insist that every safeguard thrown around neutral 
and noncombatant persons on the ocean shall be 
rigidly observed. 

Nothing is lost by patience, forbearance and de- 
liberation, if we gain our object. Everything may 
be gained by them. We should stand upon right, 
not might. We should be careful to have on our 
side justice and the moral judgment of the world. 
We may well heed Bismarck’s wise counsel not to 
be the aggressor, but to have with-us “the weight 
of the imponderables, which weigh far more than 
material weights.” Let all the guilt and the ag- 
gression be against us. 

When we have ascertained our right and duty, 
however, and have decided upon the course de- 
manded by our own honor and interest and by 
the welfare of mankind, we must stand firm. The 
responsibility for the consequences will then 
rest upon those who are against the right and 
want to trample justice and humanity and civ- 
ilization under foot. :

The city’s Efficiency Board correctly insists 
upon technical efficiency in men or women 
whom it certifies for appointments to official 
posts.

Its mistake has been made in the manner of ap- 
plying these tests, or some of them. 

Mayor Kiel’s friendly criticism, aimed not at 
the character of the tests but at the way in 


will be helpful to the board, which he appointed, 
and with whose purpose to enforce genuine civil 
service he heartily sympathizes. 

Thus, candidates being asked technical ques- 
tions, the answers to which few if any men carry 
in their heads but Which can readily be found in 
authoritative manuals or textbooks, should be 
given full credit if they answer such questions 
by stating their purpose to consult the authori- 
ties when meed arises. It is a hardship to mark 
a man, otherwise competent, zero for candidly 
confessing his inability to answer such queries 
offhand from memory. 

The merit tests should be searching, to deter- 
mine fitness, character and adaptability; but they 
ought not to be memory tests, since the ablest 
men are not always, nor even usually, those with 
photographic memories for technical] details. It 
should be deemed sufficient, as in private affairs, 
if the candidate proves he knows where to seek 
such details when he may need them. 

It was inevitable there should be some fric- 
tion in shifting the city’s big payroll from the 
spoils to the merit system; that there has been 
so little friction appears to prove that the city 
already had a high average of efficiency in the 
majority of its public servants.

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THE VITAL ISSUE.

WINSTON CHURCHILL’S BLUNDERING. 


Winston Churchill’s explanations in the House 
as to why precautions were not taken for the 
safety of the Lusitania in view of the prior 
threats were weak and unsatisfactory. ‘The gen- 
eral principle is that merchant traffic must take 
care of itself,” he declared under interrogations 
by Charles Beresford. 

But that is a principle which will presently 
leave the British Isles isolated and cut off from 
the necessities of life, if the effectiveness of the 
German submarine attack improves as much in 
the next two months as it has in the past two. 
Merchant traffic has not been left to take care 
of itself in former British wars. Why should it 
be so left in this war? 

What has been given to the public as the view 
of American naval experts expresses the genera] 
view in this country of the performance of the 
British fleet. Aside from clearing the seas of 
commerce destroyers and a few war vessels of 
inferior strength, the British navy has yet to 
execute those masterstrokes expected of it. It 
has exerted a useful moral influence on the ene- 
my due to the respect felt for its trad{tions and 
force, but how long will that continue without 
performance? How long will faith persevere at 
home without works? 

If Germany has built 200 new submarines since 
the war began, tremendous pressure will be ap- 
plied at England’s most vulnerable point. 
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THE DEFERENCE TO ITALY. 


Italy has a merchant marine of respectable 
size, ranking about seventh in the list of mari- 
time nations. 

But no important Italian ships have fallen vic- 
tims to undersea onslaught. Early in the war 
a few fishing boats and other small craft ‘were 
sunk by mines in the Adriatic. But the defer- 
ence shown to Italian sensibilities after their de- 
struction was most profound. Italian rights on 
the seas were thereafter respected. Deep Teu- 
tonic sorrow was shown over every minor cause 
of Italian grievance. Rome has been cultivated 
most assiduously by Berlin and Vienna. The so- 
licitude over anything that might affect her at- 
titude has been manifested in extraordinary 
ways—even by offers of valuable territory to be 
added to her dominions. ‘ 
Has the purpose of the shrewd Italian states- 
men been, not to engage in the war, but to insure 
Italy a square deal in the general confusion of 
European issues, violation of neutral rights and 
collapse of international law? If so, the purpose 
has been accomplished. To none of the neutra! 
nations has so much consideration been shown 
as to Italy, which assumed an unfriendly posi-

MACK'S MACKINE, 
ALMOST WRECKED, 
LIMPS INTO TOWN 


Five of the World’s Greatest 
Players Missing From This 
Year’s Roster. 


By W. J.*O’Connor. 


Cornelius McGillicuddy, 53 years 
old, who for the past four years has 
been as much a scourge to the Ameri- 
can League as Atilla the Hun was 
to medieval Burope, ig with us to- 
day, disguised as a second-division 
manager. Only for the herculean ef- 
forts of such high-salaried birds as 
George Baumgardner and Earl Ham- 
ilton, pot to mention Bill James and 
Harry Hoch, Connie would now be 
last. As it is he’s in seventh place. 

Mack’s fangs have been ‘/pulled—by 
himself. There’s no longer any sting 
to his bite for he’s just a togthless 
old relic of the power which last sea- 
son held the sceptre of balldom. All 
because, however, he learned that a 
perfect machine, one that could rat- 
tle through the American League on 
high, was its own worst enemy at the 
tox office. His ball club a year ago 
was so good that no one would pay 
to see it play. He had the distinction 
of losihg money with a pennant win- 
ner. So he began to tear down. 

The notables who are not with 
Mack this trip are Eddie Collins, 
Frank Baker, Jack Coombs, Chief 
Bénder and Eddie Plank. All but 
Baker were fired. Home-Run Frank 
quit, Jleaving Mack with only the 
shell of the former Juggernaut. 


Chance for the Mackmen. 


Withal this year’s team may yet 
prove more attractive than the 1914 
brand. Mack is building up, a period- 
ical task that he undertakes for the 
benefit of those who think that it is 
impossible to mold a winner from in- 
ferior material. 

Mack’s system is different from all 
others. He’s unlike McGraw, his near- 
est rival iQ baseball, because he 
Spends no oney for talent. McGraw 
has an unlimited bank account—and 
he spends with a free hand both in 
baseball and the cafes. Mack never 
touches the “cause of crime,’ while 
he spends hardly as much money for 
ball players. 

It is said that his famous $100,000 in- 
field, now reduced to one-half of its for- 
mer numerical strength, and a poor half 
at that, cost Mack about $2.80. John Mc- 
Graw went into a Class C league in Wis- 
consin a few years ago and paid $5600 
for a pitcher named Rube Schauer, who 
has polished the bench for three years 
without earning his salt; Mack recruit- 
ed most of his men from the colleges 
and the C and D leagues for the waiver 

rice and only one man, Pitcher Lefty 

ussell, for whom he paid $12,000, ever 
cost Mack more than that sum. 

No, Mack isn’t much of a spender, but 
he always has managed to be ‘‘up there’’ 
since 1901, when he transferred his Mil- 
waukee franchise to Philadelphia. Here’s 
e brief resume of his A, L. record.

Mack's chief trouble this season is with 
the pitchers. They are young, wild an] 
inexperienced. In only five games has 
he been able to suffer one man to finish 
the game he started. Pennock went 
through twice, Wyckoff the same num- 
ber of times, while Shawkey t the 
Yanks without relief. 

In all other games, Mack has used 
from two to four pitchers. His staff, 
withal, is small, consisting of only 
seven men, to wit: Joe Bush, Herbert 
Pennock, J. Weldon Wyckoff, Robert 
Shawkey, Raymond Bressler, Davis ani 
Harper, the latter newcomers. 

He has one extra infielder, McConne!l! 

with a pair of interchangeable outfield 
ers, Murphy and Davies. Oldring also 
can come in a pinch. But there isn't 
much sting to the Mackmen, even 
though they do lead the league in hit- 
ting. The old organization isn’t there 
since Collins and ker beat it. Neither 
is the og of the pitchers what it 
was when Bender, Plank Coombs 
lolied around for pinch duty. 
This is a lean year of reconstruction, 
and Mack is satisfied to takeghis medi- 
eine from an unappreciative \following 
that refused to shell out'Skopecks 
last year when he had a champion- 
ship team.

Kaiser’s Spokesman Declares His Nation Is Com- 


pelled to Take Drastic Measures to Keep 
Contraband From Reaching Allies. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 11.—Dr. Bernhard 


Dernburg, former Minister of colonies { 


for the German empire and recognize:i 
nm this country as the Kaiser's spokes- 
man, said Monday night that Germany 
had only begun her deadly crusade 
against Great Britain’s commerce. The 
sinking of the Lusitania will be followed 
by the destruction of other British ships, 


whether Americans are aboard or not. 
‘The American flag will not afford the 
slightest protection for vessels which 
tarry cargo that the Germans regard a4 
tontraband,” he declared. “Any ship 
tarrying goods to Great Britain is to be 
punk. England has cut off Germany 
trom the outside world and we intend to 
sdlate her in like manner so that all 
tommunication with other ports of the 
tarth will be impossible.” 

With closed eyes, Dr. Dernburg began 

e interview. He spoke with much de- 
beration. 

“The Americans always have been 
friendly with Germany,” he _ said, 
“and we want to maintain their 
friendship. These facts, however, 
must be borne in mind to appreciate 
the present situation in the proper 
light. 

“There were 5000 cases of war ma- 
terial for the allies on board the Lu- 
sitania. I understand that something 
like 150 Americans were killed. I re- 
gret that very much. It was most 
unfortunate. 

“Nevertheless, if this material had 
gotten into the allies’ hands it wouid 
have been used against us, and they 
might have been able to pound their 
way into Germany through our lines 
and many more than 150 of our peo- 
ple ‘might have been killed. 

He Cites British Order. 

“The British Orders in Council 
were to exclude all kinds of ma- 
terial from reaching our civil popu- 
lation. They even placed an em- 
bargo on Holland, Denmark, Sweden, 
on penalty that they would be biock- 
aded; and they are practically 
blockaded. It is therefore reason- 
able to believe that the German ad- 
miralty will not permit anything to 
get into the hands of the allies. 

“Suffering is recognized in war. 

Unfortunately that must be. England 
is building submarines in her home 
yards just as well as having them 
bullt in the Fore River plant in the 
United States and put together in 
Montreal, Canada. 
“England admits that with modern 
weapons of warfare she is not able 
to maintain all the old rules of war. 
Therefore she proc'aimed a _ long- 
distance blockade. We also must 
use modern methods of warfare. 
Certainly it has been the usage of 
war that vessels could be stopped, 
seized and searched. 

“Vessels that carried contra- 
band could be destroyed if they 
could not be taken into port. That 
has been done by England. It has 
been customary to give innocent 
people warning and a chance, to 
met away. A submarine is only 
150 feet long. It has no accom- 
modation for others than its 
crew of probably 24 men. Conse- 
quentiy they are unable to take 
off passengers. A submarine can 
be rammed at any moment and 
if the Lusitania had heen warned 
she could have put on steam and 
rum away. So, inatead of giving 
warning to the Lusitania, Ger- 
many gave specific general notice 
before ghe sailed. That notice 
was ample.” ' 

As he said these words, Dr. Dern- 
burg opened his eyes and showed his 
eeth in a smile, which hung to his 


mer Colonial Secretary's expression took 
m a@ graver aspect, however, when he 
was asked: 

“How can Americans, being neu- 
tral, have the right to travel the hig 
seas in safety?” 

“Any American,” he answered, 
“traveling on an American boat 
under the American flag, will be 
safe. There is only one danger—the 
use of the American flag by a bel- 
ligerent vessel; there are any num- 
ber of neutral ships. There is also 
this condition: An American ship or 
any other neutral vessel must carr} 
no munitions of war. It is easy for 
an American who wants to travel to 
find this out. All ships make their 
manifests to the customs house, and 


“Announcement could be made of 
these and lines held to their an- 
nouncements. Everybody takes a risk 
if they want to. Anybody can commit 
suicide if he wants to. 

“Germany issued her order fixing 
@ war zone. England replied by her 
Orders in Council, requiring nations 
to ship nothing to Germany. Now 
shall Germany stop her sub- 
marine warfare? We would stop it, 
we announced, if England would stop 
her policy of starvation. England 
does not answer this. Germany is 
willing to maintain The Hague Con- 
vention rules. She does not want 


as shields to get articles of war into 

the hands of the allies. 

“The sinking of the Lusitania 
and the deaths of the Americans 
might have been avoided if our 
warning had been heeded. I am 
quite sure the Cunard line is to 
blame for not telling travelers 
they were carrying large quanti- 
tles of contraband. - 

“IT am satisfied that if Americans 
knew that they would not have 
sailed on the ship. 

‘Submarines must be used as they 
are capable of being used. We put 
in advertisements and were careful 
to put them in next to the adver- 
tisements of the Cunard Line’s sail- 
ing dates. We know the Caronia 
has been doing duty armed outside 
of Sandy Hook. Suddenly the guns 
disappeared and the ship comes into 
port and the people are invited to go 
out on her. Where did the guns 

go?" 

Here Dr. Dernburg was asked who 
was to be held responsible for the 
suits of damages that would be 
brought because of the death of 
American passengers. He said: 

“These suits must be brought 
against the Cunard Line. The Cuv- 
nard company is responsible.”’ 

One of the reporters at this junc- 
ture remarked: “You gave the Gulf- 
light no warning. She was an Amer- 
ican ship carrying the American flag 
and under American registry.” 

““Yes,”’ responded the Kaiser’s rep- 
resentative, ‘‘but she carried oil. And 
oil is used for fuel, lubricating and 
many other purposes on board ship.” 

“Then you mean,” continued the 
reporter, “that the American flag 
and American registry are ne 
protection fr’ ; 

“Not if the ship carries contra- 
band of war,” answered Dr. Dern- 
burz with emphasis on cvery 
word. 

‘Does that mean articles Germany 
considers contraband of war?’’ was 
asked. 

‘‘No, it means in the list of con- 
traband published by Great Britain.’’ 
The report had just reached the hotel 

that because of threats the Germaa 
Ambassador had asked the Washingto:. 
authorities for an additional guard. This 
prompted someone to say: 

“You feel perfectly safe, doctor, don’t 
you?’’ 

The agent of the German empire 
pulled himself out of his chair, yawned, 
stretched his arms and said: ‘Well, I 
am not seeking American citizenship 
yet.”

President’s Remarks Clear Spec- 
ulative Atmosphere and Sharp 
Gains Follow.

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

‘‘Whatever the President may himself 
have intended, Mr. Wilson’s speech at 
Philadelyhia yesterday evening appeared 
to be accepted by Wall stret, not only 
as an assurance that war with Ger- 
many would not be hastily incurred, but 
that no procedure which might be pro- 
vocative to the -+Berlin Government 
would be adopted. 

‘‘Undoubtedly on this presumption, 
prices on the Stock Exchange opened 
with a spectacular overnight advance. 
Westinghouse shares, for instance, sold 
in the first transactions 56% points above 
yesterday’s closing. In their initial 
sales, Bethlehem Steel was up 4%, Amal- 
gamated Copper 3%; evenin the standard 
investment shares there were such ad- 
vances at the very start as 3% in Read 
ing, 3% in Union Pacific, 1% in St. Paul. 

“This sudden and violent readjustment 
of prices reflected., however, something 
more than the market’s ae ee 
of the Philadelyhia speech, it indicated 
the very large ‘bear account’ which 
was being accumulated with such rapid- 
ity yesterday, at the very ‘time when 
important buying orders were being 
placed in the market. Competition 
among these speculative sellers, to y 
back their stocks at once, was the in 
explanation of the curious opening./ 

“For the time at least the readjust- 
ment of values seemed to have been 
achieved in these first transactions. In 
a few stocks prices advanced still furth- 
er during the first half hour; but the 
general movement was a decline from 
the opening level, This decline was ex- 
tremely irregular, in some cases it ex- 
tended to 2 points or more, and it af- 
fected the whole market. By noon, how- 
ever, activity had greatly siackened and 
prices came to a standstill. This was 
followed by another and more deliberate 
upward movement in the last half hour. 

Exchange Market Is Lower. 

“Among the day’s announcements, in 
the field of routine news, was a sharp 
decline in exchange on London. The 
rate, which stood at 4.80 on Saturday, 
end which was quoted at 4:79% at the 
close of yesterday’s regular business 
hours, sold down to 4.79% in the late 
street trading yesterday, and was quot- 
ed this morning at 4:79%. 

“This renewed movement in New 
York's favor drew attention to the day’s 
statement from Washington as to last 
week’s excess of merchandise exports 
at the country’s principal ports.

“If London followed its customary 
practice one might suppose its financial 
people to have bought, nvt sold, our 
stocks at the low prices of yesterday 
and Friday. This would, of course, de- 
press exchange rates.’
